With effect from July the Nan- 
king Government ‘has ordered the 
closing of all salt inspectorate 
offices’ within its sphere ‘of in- 
fluence, thus terminating 
throughout a’ large part of the 
country the activities of the ser- 
vice which for 2 number of years 
has been one of the main supports 
of China's credit.” 

. This action has been brought 
about by the political extremists 
in the face of considerable opposi- 
tion from many financiers in their

, Policy, in that the salt inspector- 
‘ate is nota foreign organisation 
imposed on China but was conati- 
tuted by agreement freely enter- 
ed into by the Chinese Govern- 
ment and was highly profitable to 
China until its peaceful operation 
‘was interrupted by the militar. 
ists, and in the inspectorate ser- 
vice the principle of absolute 
equality between’ Chinese and 
foreigners in respect of powers, 
' resppnsibilities ‘and privileges 
have been strictly maintained 

throughout. é 

The salt taxes of the South will 
in future be collected by nominees 
of the Nanking Government who 
are already ejecting the officers 
of the inspectorate from their 
functions.

SHIPOWNERS’ ATTITUDE. 


_ Glasgow.—The report’ of’ 
Glasgow Shipowners’ 
to he submitted at the nnnual meet- 
iny, states that the directors have 
kept the matter of the Clyde .Navi- 
gation Trust charge before them, 
bat they recognised that, in view 
of the position caused by the gen- 
eral strike and coal strike, they 
could not then press their claim 
upon the st. :

Authority urging 
that several reductions should be 
made in the existing dues. ,There 
was a reduction aa the result of 
the coal strike in the number of 
ships piloted, with a consequent 
diminution in the earnings of the 
pilots. For this reason, and in the 
absence of any method of equalis-

at present. vary with the fluctuation 


‘lof trade, the directors agreed to a 


suggestion made by the Authority 
that further consideration of any 
niteration in the pilotage’ rates as 
at present levied should be deferred 
for six months from September 21 
last, provided always that the pilots 
were prepared to withhold the ap- 
plication which they had made to 
the Authority for a revision of cer- 
tuin extra services in the schedules 
of pilotage. 

The directors, however, had re- 
cently been informed by the Au- 
thority that they have resolved to 
proceed with an application to the 
Board of Trade for a revision of the 
pilotage rates. The directors will 
proposed 
revised rates, und will take such 
steps ay are deemed necessary for 
the protection of shipowners’ in- 
terest.

Corppration’s Provisional Order, in 
which -they' seek powers, inter-alia,

TROOP TRANSPORT. . 


ABOLITION: OF PRESENT 
SYSTEM SUGGESTED. 

In‘a report submitted to Mr. T. V. 
O'Connor, chairman of the Ship- 
ping Board, the ‘recommendation is 
made that the present system of 
Army, Navy, and Panama trhns- 
Ports be abolished. The report de- 
clares that the business now being 
handled by these services, would be 
of great value in building up the 
private merchant marine, indicating 
that under present conditions that 
is.un example of the Government 
competing directly under ° private 
enterprise, . 

In the three. transport services 
now maintained by the Govern- 
ment there are some 30 vessels, of 
approximately 7,500 dead weight 
tons each. .The cost of operating 
these vessels js about £2,000,000 
per year, and, according to the 
report, should this fund: be expend- 
ed for the servites of private 
American: shipping, it would con- 
stitute a Government aid of the type

SIR J. KEMNAL, 


PASSING OF WELL-KNOWN 
: ' ENGINEER. 


The following article regarding 
the death of a distinguished engin- 
eer is taken from “Engineer- 


‘ The death of Sir James Kemnal, 
which ovecurred at Sundbanks, Dor- 
set, on February 1! after an illness 
jasting several months, ‘removes 
un engineer who was known 
throughout the world in the sphere 
of boiler construction. Sir James, 
who was born in London in’ 1864, 
was associated with Messrs, ‘Bab- 
cock & Wilcox, Li., for the greater 
part of-his life, and had occupied 
the position of managing director 
of the company for many years, 
The firm was originally a branch of 


the Babcock & Wilcox Company of}; 


New York, U.S.A, and, on behalf 
of that company Mr. C. A. Knight 
eame to England in 1881, The 
growth of the English branch was 
so rapid that, ten years later, a 


British company’ was ‘formed, and] 


Sir James Kemnal became manaog- 
ing .director of the new firm, con- 
jointly: with Mr. Knight, : 

The British concern continued 
to make rapid progress and, in 
1900, the company was entirely re- 
constituted, and Sir James was ap- 
pointed managing director, a posi- 
tion which he occupied. intil his 
death, In-this capacity he had 
contro! of factories at Renfrew, 
Dumbarton, - Oldbury, Lincoln, 
Sydney, and: Yokohama, the com- 
bined personnel ‘of which total 
10,000. Sir James was also a direc- 
tor of the French, Spanish, Italinn, 
and German companies of Messrs. 
Babeock & Wilcox, of ‘Messrs. 
Power Securities Corporation, Lon- 
don, of Messrs.;Balfour, Beatty & 
Co., London, and of other com- 
panies. He was also Chairman of 
Messrs, Worthington-Simpson, Ltd., 


London, and Newark, and President|' 


of the British and Latin-America 
Chamber of Commerce. : 
Many Honours. 

Sir James was a member of :a 
large number of technical _ and 
scientific institutions. He’ was 
elected to the full ‘membership of 
the Institution of Mechanical En- 
gineers in 1889, of the North-East 
Const Institution of Engineers: and 
Shipbuilders in 1896, of the Insti- 
tution of Engineers and Ship- 
builders in Scotland in 1896, and 
of the Institution of ‘Electrical En- 
gincers in 1908. He beeame a 
member of the Iron and Steel In- 
stitute in 1906, and was one,of the 
original members of the Institute 
of Metals when that body was 
founded in 1908. He was also a 
vice-president of the Institute of 
Marine Engineers and a member of 
the Institute of Naval Architects. 

Among the paper contributed by 
him to the transactions of ‘various 
learned societies, the following may 
be cited: “Watertube Boilers in 
the Mercantile Marine,” read be- 
fore the North-East Coast Institu- 
tion of Engineers and Shipbuilders, 
in January, 1921; ° “Watertube 
Boilers and Crane Construction,” 
read before the Institution of Me- 
chanical’ Engineers at Glasgow in 
June, 1923; “Present Tendencies of 
Steam Generation,” read before the 
Institute of Marine Engineers in 
October, 1924; and “High-pressure 
Boilers,” read ‘before the Inatitu- 
tion’ of Engineers and Shipbuilders 
in Scotland in February, 1926. 

Sir James was a Fellow of: the 
Royal Society of Edinburgh and 
had recently been appointed a 
magistrate of the City of Glasgow. 
He was a Freeman of the City of 
London ‘and a Liveryman of the 
Shipwrights’ Company. In- re- 
cognition of services rendered by 
him during the war he received the 
honour of knighthood in 1920. Sir 
James became seriously ill in Sep- 
tember last, and had continued to 
be unwell since'that time. The 
news of his death will be heard 
with-great regret by engineers the 
world over.

was first raised in Parliament, 
“we have the means at hand to 
(lo it.” On full consideration, His 
Majesty’s Government have de- 
cided not to take this step now, 
and they hope it will not be 
forced upon them, The Hankow 
Agreement was signed not for 
the exigencies of. the moment, 
but with a view to the whole of 
Britain's future policy in China. 
It was an earnest of her sincerity 
in putting before the Northern 
and Southern Governments Bri- 
tish «readiness to revise the 
Treaties in a broad and liberal 
spirit as soon as conditions in 
China make the execution of this 
liberal policy possible. The 
agreement offered tangible proof 
of Britain’s sincerity and has been 
so judged by the world'in general 
and-by all those Chinese wha 
have been in a position to appre- 
ciate its significance and gen- 
erosity.

The globe-circling jour- 
ney of about 18,000 miles—assum- 
ing that the ‘plane flies entirely 
in temperature Jatitudes—will be 
accomplished in less than five 
days. :

GODFREE AS A TENNIS 
a PLAYER, 

FINE SINGLES’ EXPONENT. 

There is no more shrewd 
judge of the game of Lawn 
Tennis than Mrs, Godfree (who 
is perhaps better known as Miss 
Kitty McKane), writes Mrs, 
Satterthwaite. As well. as 
being a very- fine player she 
hag a clear sense of judgment 
and a knowledge of the techni- 
calities of the game which very 
few women possess. Of course, 
she is essentially a volleyer, and, 
ag she says herself: “If I were 
asked which was my .favourite 
stroke, I should most certainly 
say that I was happiest when 
playing a low volley, ‘I feet 
more confident and at home with 


thet shot than with any other, |: 


and: I generally use my ground 
strokes merely .as a means to 
the end of getting to the net and 
having a chance to produce my 
favourite stroke once more.”

Mrs. Godfree’s finest game is 
unquestionably singles although, 
ag all the world. knows, she is 
also a very fine doubles player. 
She. would always prefer three 
hard sets of singles to get her 
into proper Tournament. train- 
ing than any amount of doubles. 
“If I have to play doubles” Mrs. 
Godfree says, .“I always try to 
pair up with the partner with 
whem I am going to play matches 
or tournaments, In this way 
you improve your team work, and 
you also learn the value of good 
combination, withut which no 
doubles pair can ever hope to 
succeed.” Mrs, Godfree is most 
emphatic in her opinion that too 
much tournament play is a very 
Sad thing, especially for young 
players. “If you play in two 
tournaments running, you should 
most certainly take a fortnight’s 
rest in which you can practise 
and consolidate what you have 
learned ini your latest’ tourna- 
ment, I feel certain that this is 
especially necessary for begin- 
ners, as it is quite impossible for 
them to remember all the various 
things about foot ‘work, stance 
and position in court, and at the 
same time try to win matches.

eople, especially those who are 
more or less just forming their 
style, are s0 apt to forget that 
there are quite a number’ of 
strokes'in a match—perhaps al- 
most 25 per cent.—which have to 
be taken right in front of the 
body with’ no particular balance 
‘whatever; the ball has to be got 
over the net somehow! In order 
to win therefore, it is absolutely 
necessary for you to have your 
practical games in ‘between, ‘when 
you will naturally not worry. at 
all about winning, but will con- 
centrate entirely upon the correct

Mrs, Godfree is a great believer 
in the value of imitation. “{ 
think that young players should 
make a point of watching ' the 
champions whenever they possi- 
bly can, and they should pick 
out the one person whose style 
they are attempting to copy and 
follow hig or her actions extreme- 
ly carefully. ‘Then they should 
try to practise them as well a8. 
they can at home; but if they 
find they are not making much 
progress alone, they should find 
some good instructor of the game, 
tell him the player they want to’ 
copy, and take lessons along 
those lines.” Of’course, there is 
no doubt. that Mrs. Godfree’s 
early and frequent successes at 
Badminton, helped to make her 
the extremely active lawn tennis 
player that she is to-day. Her 
power of anticipation is extra- 
ordinary, and I have often seen 
her start to move across ‘to the 
ball long before it has come over 
the net, with the most unfailing 
accuracy and, precision,

Chicago, with a population of 
38,120,000, has more telephones 
than serve the whole of France, 
which has a ‘population of 
40,000,000. ' 

New York City alone probably 
has more telephones than the con- 
tinents of South America, Africa, 
and Australia, °° ro ke

000,000 exchange “messages and 
776,000,000 toll messages handled 
over the systems in the United 
States annually, oe 

Third Among the Nations, 

“The annual increase of tele- 
phones in the United States,” the 
company declares, “is about: equal 
to the total number of telephones 
in France.” . sot 

Great .Britain- comes third 
among the nations of the world in 
number of telephones. Germany 
is second to.America with ap- 
proximately nine per cent. of the 
total . number of instruments in 
operation on the globe; Great Bri-

STATUS OF SUZANNE, 


“CAN WE DO WITHOUT HER” 
' DEBATE, 1 


Under the title of “Can we do 
without Suzanne?” Mr, CG. B, 
Cochran and Commander 0. Locker- 
Lampson, M.P,, debated the ques- 
tion of professionaliam in sport at 
the London School ‘of Economics, 
In the unavoidable absence of the 
Earl of Birkenhead the chair was 
taken by Sir Arthur Croafield, the 
well-known lawn-tennis player and 
colfer. The debate on “lecture and 
counter-lecture” wag the fourth-of 
the series being given in aid of 
King Edward’s Hospital Fund. 

“Commander Locker-Lampson said 
that:besides Joan of Arc there was 
no Frenchwoman ao well known to 
the world as Mile. Suzanne Len- 
glen; and now that charming Indy 
had turned professional. The sor- 
row waa that she had been com- 
pelled to do so, It was obvious 
that in some games the best people 
could not be induced to play unless 
they made it their only object; we 
must recognise that we were oblig- 
ed to pay people to retain them for 
the purposes of sport. Neverthe- 
less we ought to welcome those who 
could put aside the chance to make 
money, and play for the love of the 
game. 

. Mr. Cochran's Views, 

Mr. Cochran confessed ~ his 
inability to see how professionalism 
could harm tennis, since it had not 
harmed other sports. He had not 
heard that the Grand National was 
a failure because professional joc- 
keys competed with gentlemen 
riders; nor did golf professionals 
object to playing a match with 
amateurs. All this cant about pro- 
fessionalism in’ lawn tennis was 


sheer hypocrisy. Since the fal) of 


the Tsars in Russia there had been 
no despotism to equal that of the 
governing bodies of lawn tennis in 
this and other countries.

It is, indeed, astonishing that a 
miin who has fought his way to the 
final of a championship on a links 
of which he knows every inch, and 
where, in ordinar circumstances, 
he would have cduse for serious 
reflection if his score was more 
than 75, should take 90. This is 
only an approximate « figure; it 
might even have been higher if Mr. 
Landale had holed out on every 
xreen, which he did not. None 
was more keenly disappointed than 
Mr, Landale himself. beeause it 
was impossible for him not to knew 
that of the hordes of spectators 
who swarmed over the sandhills 
like an army of ants, the vast 

majority had come there hoping to 
fee him bring the championship 
back to Hoylake. 

Nr. Lindale «found he, could 
neither drive nor putt... The 
“coffin”-headed putter, a strange- 
looking instrument which he 
usually wields: with such devastat- 
ing results to his opponents, be- 
haved in the most impish manner. 
It positively refused to hole the 
putts.

+ A Worthy Champion. 

Dr. Tweddelf is a worthy cham- 
pion; worthy because he is not only 
n fine golfer of infinite resource, 
but because he.is a typical English 
sportsman, a man ‘of courage and 
of extreme modesty. At no stage 
of the match did he display the con- 
queror’s spirit; rather did he ap- 
pear to be genuinely sorry for his 
hapless opponent, whose repeated 
efforts to pull himself and his golf 
together met’ with such seant res- 
ponse. It can be truly said of Dr. 
Tweddell that he is a new force 
in British golf; not a golfer whom 
we shall rarely hear of again, but 
one who has‘come to stay.. A man 
who can bent Mr. Wethered, and, 
incidentally, capture the first five 
holes from him, and defeat other 
illustrious peopR us - well, is a 
golfer to be respected’ and to be 
reckoned with. Besides possessing 
most of the shots Dr. Tiweddell has 
the iden], temperament—calm and 
perfectly collected, and confidence 
in himself. °

ing manufacturer of small cars. 
Reports regarding ‘prospective 
changes, together with the abrupt 
transitions that have actually oc- 
curred during the Jast year in the 
competitive positions of numer- 
ous large companies, have given 
rise to a general impression that 
the industry is about to experi- 
ence a period of drastic competi- 
tion and price-cutting, . but the 
reports on which these pessimis- 
tic forecasts have been based are 
for the most part unconfirmed 
rumours. Nevertheless,, abrupt 
changes ,in the position of most 
of the large producers have taken 
place during the last-year. A 
report from Detroit shows the 
number of cars registered locally 
by leading companies in: March 
as 5,813, against 8,158 in March, 
1926, although ten out of the 
seventeen’ companies 
gains during the year. The 
manufacturer with the largest 
total, 2,757, a year ago registered 
only 643:last month, while the 
second largest increased from 
1,003 to 1,811.

THE STORY OF THE SONG, 

“Home, Sweet Home!” is al- 

ways considered a typically Eng- 
lish song, yet the words were 
written by an American and were 
inspired by memories of an 
American home. That home, the 
lowly thatched cottage, of which 
John Howard Payne -speaks so 
movingly, is about to be sold, and 
its fate is uncertain, 
- The cottage is really a weather- 
beaten old farmhouse, nestling 
under huge trees, at Easthamp- 
ton, Long Island, N.Y. The 
village in which it was built, near- 
ly three hundred years ago, was 
called by’ the English settlers 
Maidstone after the. town from 
which they came. 

However, if the words “Home, 
Sweet Home!” are American, the 
naclody which inspired and _ still 
inspires thousands to love of coun- 
try is truly English. It was com- 
posed by Sir Henry Bishop, who 
included it in his opera ‘The 
Maid of, Milan,” first heard at 
Covent Garden in 1828, 

Bishop did not write .the 
melody directly for the song. He 
\wrote it as a young man when he 
was employed by a firm of musi¢ 
publishers, who were issuing a col- 
lection of national melodies ofall 
the nations ‘and employed Bishop 
to edit the tunes. He could not 


‘find a suitable Sicilian air, and 


therefore composed the melody 
which we associate with “Home, 
Sweet Home!” and _ called : it 
“Siciliano.” ; 

When “The Maid of Milan” was 
infvourse of construction, Bishop 
thought how suitable to Payne’s 
words his early melody would be, 
so-he looked it up, revised and 
adapted it. an 

But when the song became 
popular some firms of music 
publishers, ‘recognising the air, 
supposed it was ‘non-copy-right 
aid issued editions of their own. 
The owners of the copyright. of 
Siciliano” brought an_ action 
against them and won the day, 
for Sir Henry.

“BUNCHING” AT SHARP 
TURNS. 


JURY ON “INVITING DISASTER,"

The danger of aeroplanes racing 
‘together over n short course with 
sharp turna was emphasised at the 
inquest at West Parley near Bourne. 
mouth, on Squadron-Leader WwW. 
Longton and Major LP, 
Openshaw. : 


They were -pilota of machines 
which collided at a .turning-point 
at the village during one 
vaces at Ensbury Park 
on Whit-Monday, 

Mr, Leonard Edward Dawe, who 
was on duty at the turning-point 
as a despatch rider, said one or 
two machines had turned, and then 
came five or six together.’ Squa- 
dron-Leader Longton was in front, 

“I was watching Major Openshaw 
particularly," said Mr. Dawe. “He 
was overtaking Longton all the 
way from the previous turning- 
point., They were flying at a height 
of about 100°feet and had nearly 
completed the turn when they col- 
lided, crashed locked together, and 
burst int. finmes,” ‘ 

Mr. C. G. W. Ebbutt, aircraft 
engineer, who was observer at the 
turning-point, said that Major 
Openshaw overtook Squadron- 
Leader Longton on the inside of 
the turn. He was slightly below 
Squadron-Leader Longton and was 
gaining height on the turn. 

“Blind” On The Turn. 

“In my opinion Major Openshaw 
never saw Squadron-Leader Long- 
‘ton on the turn,” he said. 

The Coroner (Mr.* F. Johns): 
Was either to blame?—That I can- 
not say, but I can say definitely 
Squadron-Leader Longton was not 
to blame, 

Mr. Ebbutt said the machines 
‘crashed from a height of 150 feet, 
The angle of the turn was less 
than 90 degrees. 

The Coroner: Do you consider 
that is sufficient for safety?—Yes, 
T certainly should. 

Mr. Harold Ernest Perrin, the 
secretary of. the Royal Aero Club, 
explained that overtaking machines 
were responsible for keeping clear 
of machines in front.

Mr. Perrin said a meeting of 
pilots was always held before rac-

GIRL STUDENT'S VIEWS. 

Does the intellectual man make 
the best husband? ° American 
girl students all over the United 
States have just agreed by popu- 
lar vote that he does, writes a girl 
student, in the “Daily Express.” 

English: university students, 
however, do not share the, same 
feeling: They are attracted 
much more by the athletic man 
than by their purely intellectual 
colleagues, The athletic man is 
more of-a companion’ and less 
difficult to live up to; the intel- 
lectual man can be extremely in- 
teresting when he chooses, but 
he is always somewhat’ of a 
strain on their own intellect.

His hours are regular, and “busi- 
ness” is such a habit with him 
that he is businesslike in every- 
thing from his wife’s allowance 
upwards, If he is moderately in- 
tellectual and an athlete as well, 
he is the.ideal man to marry. . . 

The religious man came last in 
the estimation of. American 
voters. The English girl might 
not give him first place, but 
neither would she put’him last on 
her: voting list.’ " . 

Nowadays there are not many 
men, particularly among the 
younger generation, who are con- 
tent to sit and-“talk religion.” 
Instead they make their religion

There are (says a writer in the 
London “Daily Mail") indications 
that America and the Continent 
are making determined onslaughts 
on London's hitherto unchalleng- 
ed position as arbiter of .men’s 
fashions.
